Bomb Blast 
Injures 
Promoter 


TORONTO (CP) —. Police | 
today said Mayer Rush, badly 
injured in the explosion of a 
time bomb in his hotel room, 
was revived in hospital at 11 
a.m. after his heart had 
stopped ‘beating. 

Rush, a business man and 
promoter, was to have 
appeared in court at 9 a.m. 
today on © $100,000,000 stock 
fraud charge. 

He was reported in poor 
condition. just after noon after 
undergoing .an_ hours-long 
operation: Explosion- of the 
bomb beneath his bed in a 
sixth-floor room of the Sutton 
Place Hotel left him with 
extensive injuries to his chest 
and face, 

Seconds after the blast sent 
glass and: debris flying on to 
downtown Bay Street, firemen 
responded: t> alarm ‘bells and 
broke down thé door to Rush’s 
blazing. room. 

-Ft-was- the second time -in

years. 

The $10,300,000,000 figure "does 
not include the writing-off of 
Expo deficits, or any provision 
for the start of medical care in- 
surance. next July 1 in_ those 
provinces willing. to ‘go ahead.

Diet Thunders 
Over Tax Plan 


OTTAWA (CP), — Diefenba- 
ker thunder rumbled through 
the House of Commons again 
today. 


Silent since he lost the Con- 
servative leadership in Sep- 
tember, John Diefenbaker 
rose in the Commons after an 
unprecedented announcement 
by the government that will 
increase taxes later this 
month. 

“The conduct of the govern- 
ment,"’ he said, “would make 
a. speechless member rise in 
his. place.” 


He could remember no in- 
stance anywhere of a govern- 
ment announcing a tax in- 
crease during stock-market 
hours and without giving de- 
tails. 


—Speaking to a Conservative 
motion for an emergency de- 
bate on Finance Minister 
Sharp’s statement, Mr. Dief- 
enbaker said the issue could 
not xe left without immediate 
discussion, 


“Something has occurred in 
the last few hours that has 
brought the government to .its 


senses, but it refuses to say 
what. 

“Silence now can only lead 
to uncertainty the like of 
which has not been seen in 
this country.” 

Glaring at a sober Liberal 
front bench that had applaud- 
ed him as he stood to speak, 
Mr. Diefenbaker demanded: 
“Why don’t you come clean? 
Why don’t you give the 
facts?” 

“There must be a debate 
today or the results~will be 
damaging to the country to a 
degree unprecedented in pro- 
portion.” 

A wait of four or five days 
to hear details of Mr. Sharp’s 
tax proposals would put Can- 
ada into turmoil, Mr. Diefen- 
baker said. 

Outside the Commons, tele- 
vision cameras focused on 
Mr. Diefenbaker and 13 re- 
porters surrounded him. A 
few yards away two reporters 
chatted with his successor, 
Robert L. Stanfield. 

“Tt’s another Black Friday 
such as we had in 1956—the 
government running rough- 
shod,’’ Mr. Diefenbaker said. 


Text of Statement 
By Finance Minister 


OTTAWA (CP) — Text of 
Finance Minister Sharp's 
Commons statement on 
planned tax increases: 

I should like to make a brief 
statement concerning the fis- 


—cal position of the government 


which I will be discussing 
with the finance ministers of 
the provinces next week. 


The government has de- 
cided to introduce new fiscal 
measures including tempo- 
rary tax_measures later this 
month. The government pro- 
poses that the arrangements 
for introducing and debating 
these be the subject of consul- 
tation through the usual chan- 
nels, 


These tax measures will be 
part of an integrated program 
to chek the inflation of prices 
end costs now occurring in 
Canada, and to reduce exces- 
sive pressures. on our capital 
markets. Higher taxes in the 
coming year will be a better 
and fairer means of covering 
our expenditures. than at- 
tempting to increase our bors’ 
rowings to levels ‘that could ‘ 
only be reached by inflation- 
ary methods that: would in- 
crease prices further. -Prices 
and costs are rising at rates 
which clearly require some 


restraint through fiscal policy 
as well as by other means. 
When _our proposed tax in- 
creases are combined with 
restrictions on government 
spending programs, also to ‘be 
announced later this month, 
and substantial reductions in 
our lending programs, the 
government will be able to 
hold its over-all net cash re- 
quirements and its’ consequent 
demands on the capital mar- 
ket to less than $750,000,000 in 
the next fiscal year, apart 


from unforeseen changes in | 


our exchange reserves. This 


is less than half our cash re- | 


quirements: this year. The 
government has also decided 
that budgetary expenditures 
next year, apart from medi- 
care and apart from the writ- 
ing off in our accounts of 
Expo deficits, will be held to 
$10.300,000,000. 

This means that we. will 
limit the increase in expendi- 
tures to about 4 per cent be- 
tween ‘this year and next, a 
rate of increase less than half 
of those of recent years: To 
the extent that medicare pro- 
ceeds next year, we.wvill as al- 
ready indicated introduce fur- 
ther taxes to meet the costs 
or make offsetting reductions 
in existing expenditure pro- 
grams. We will not increase 
our borrowings to finance it.

READ THE TESTIMONY 
released from United States 
congressional hearings on the 
American-Russian nuclear missile 
race is to enter cloud-cuckoo land. 
In a hearing this week as the west- 
ern world prepared to observe Re- 
membrance Day, the Pentagon and 
the Central Intelligence Agency re- 
ported hitherto classified informa- 
tion which revealed: 

—Soviet Russia’s present stock 
of inter-continental ballistic missiles 
could destroy only about 10 per cent 
of American land-based missiles if 
the Russians were to attempt a pre- 
emptive nuclear strike. The surviv- 
ing American Minuteman ICBMs, 
along with Polaris and Poseidon sub- 
marine-based missiles, could retal- 
jate by dropping more than 2,000 
warheads on the Soviet Union, kill- 
ing “almost half the population.” 

—Despite this superiority in 
weaponry, both in the numbers of 
missiles and in terms of megatons of 
nuclear explosive, the United States 
plans to widen its advantage over 
the Soviet-Union and to offset any 
increased Soviet production by re- 
placing single missile warheads with 
multiple ones. 

—The big advantage of multiple 
over single warheads is that by pack- 
ing ten 50 kiloton bombs into a mis- 


- sile instead of one 10 megaton bomb, 


it could destroy “10 times as many 
airfields, 1.2 to 1.7 times as many 
hard missile silos, and 3.5 times as 
many cities of 100,000 population.” 

—aAdditional superiority will be 
attained by using the 10 megaton 


bombs in the form of multiple, inde- 
pendently targetable re-entry vehic- 
les, each capable of being directed to 
a specific target. 


On the other side of the fence, of 
course, the Soviet Union has tested 
its new orbital missile launching ve- 
hicle and has unveiled the new SS-9 
ICBM capable of carrying a 25-meg- 
aton warhead. American intelligence 
agencies do not rate the orbital ve- 
hicle as a potent military weapon, 
but it has a powerful psychological 
effect since it can theoretically be 
stationed. in space_and be relatively 
immune to attack. 


It is ironic that the figures on the 
awesome ‘current and potential 
strength of the American nuclear 
missile force were paraded before 
the congressional committee. in. an 
effort to counter rising demands that 


the United States step up its missile- 


building program. The demands 
seem to be.a repetition of the phony 
“Bomber gap” charges of the early 
1950s and the equally false “missile 
gap” of the early 1960s. If the evi- 
dence of the Pentagon experts is not 
accepted by the politicians, however 
—and the odds that it will be are 
probably no better than even—an- 
other round of major nuclear arma- 
ments competition between the Un- 
ited States and Soviet Russia may 
get under way. The Russians seem 
no longer to be able to endure a posi- 
tion of nuclear missile inferiority, 


and the Americans are not likely to 


accept parity. That leaves the road 
wipe open to ultimate destruction. 


Who Shall Fish? 


FUSHERIES MINISTER H. J. RO- 
bichaud has told the Commons 
that “consideration is being given 


to'means of testricting entry into 


the lobster in an equitable 
manner’.—a study by the depart- 
ment inspired’ by the fact that “a 
majority of lobster fishermen in all 
districts favor some limitation of the 
number permitted to engage in the 
fishery.” 
This raises again a question long 
familiar to commercial fishermen. It 
asks, in brief, if anyone has the right 
to permit some Canadians to fish for 
a living and to refuse the same right 
to others. At present, fishing licenses 
are available to any Canadian. 
Federal authorities take pre- 
cautions to preserve stocks from 
over-fishing by regulating gear, the 
periods during which boats can fish, 
>and the size of catches. They do not 
regulate the numbers of fishermen 
who may share the catch any more 
than they deny the right of any 
Canadian to pursue the work for 
which he is qualified. In consequence

POISED TO LEAP FOR 


LIFE

After Belly-Crawling to de Gaulle 


N a certain Midlands city I met a 
successful businessman who, in his 
youth, had been reseued with his 
companions from the heroic disaster of 
Dunkirk. This man 
said to me: “When 
they took us off the 
beach that day I 
never thought I’d see 
Britain crawling on 
her belly in front_of 
de Gaulle to get back 
into Europe, But 
what else can we 
do?” 

His bitterness and = 
humiliation were Hutchison 
echoed >y countless other men, high and 
low, all over- the island. Yet only a few 
surviving Little Englanders seem to 
think that their nation has any real 
alternative to membership in the Euro- 
pean Common Market. Certainly the 
government, with one or two dissenting 7 
ministers, sees none. 

In Canada, however, we have yet to 
realize the magnitude, and the courage, 
of Britain’s decision or to grasp its 
effects on us. . 


Tragic Admission 


To begin with, it means that Britain 
at last has admitted a tragic mistake in 
its proud refusal to enter the Common 
Market at the beginning when the chance 
was freely offered. It also means that 
Britain, the victor of two world wars, 
has learned, after long and vain denial, 
to accept a new and reduced place in the 
world as a nation no more powerful or 
rich than its defeated enemies. 

History holds no parallel to this 
voluntary, peaceful readjustment of 
power, of business and, much more 
difficult, of mind. And I would doubt that 
any nation except Britain could make 
such an adjustment to the monstrous 
irony of things without a violent 
revolution and a completely changed 
system of government, as happened in 
Germany and Japan. 

But can the adjustment be made 
through the chosen medium of the 
Common Market and beyond it, an 
ultimate political union of Europe? For 
the moment only President de Gaulle 
can answer that question and as a 
leading British statesman says, ‘‘the 


“general will néver forgive us for 


rescuing France twice in his lifetime.” 


Contempt for De Gaulle 


It is bootless, of course, to rail 
against General de Gaulle’s deepening 
megalomania and impossible to exagger- 
ate the ordinary Briton’s contempt for 
him. The practical question is, first, 
whether Britain can ever get into Europe 
and, second, what will happen if it does. 

Despite all the discouraging news 
from Paris these days, it can be said 
with certainty that the British govern- 
ment-is as sure in private as in public 
about the final result of the present ugly 
wrangle. 

So is the government of the United 
States. Both governments have built 
their basic foreign policies on this 
assumption but both know, and have 
always known, that the European door 
may not be unlocked so long as Gen. de 
Gaulle rules France and resists the logic 
of our times. As the Americans put it, 
“until after the funeral.”’ And its date is 
unknown. : 

Assuming that entry to Europe is only. 
a matter of time and that the post- 
Gaullist forces of history will ensure it in 
the end, how will it affect Britain’s 
power and its economy; or, as George 
Brown prefers to say, its whole 
“destiny.” a 


Historic Decision 


The plain fact is that mo one can 
foresee these consequences in advance. 
Britain’s decision to bridge the English 
Channel is no more than an act of faith 
and possibly the largest conscious 


decision since William of Normdndy — 


crossed the Channel!’ 

Other decisions have been just .as 
momentous, the decisions of 1914 and 
1939 for’example, but they were simple, 


Vv 


instinctive, inevitable, and were taken 
without question in the subconscious of 
the British race. Today’s decision, on the 
contrary, is complex and conscious, it 
runs straight against all British instincts 
and it is by no means inevitable. Thus 
Britain has decided, by a _ rational 
process of argument and - counter- 
argument stretching over some five 
years, to take a step from which there 
can be no return. 

Two separate calculations underlie 


“this resolve and they are supported on 


both sides of politics. The economic 
calculation is the most obvious and most 
compelling, though the political calcula- 
tion (to be discussed latér}-~is more 


inportant. 
In 1960 Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan told a_ friend that the 


distortions of the British economy, the 
weakness of some industries and the 
ingrained, insular habits of his people 
could never be changed by any govern- 
ment or internal policy. Only “‘the 
cold. douche” of unrestricted European 
competition, he said, would cure these 
economic diseases and only the broad, 
total market of Europe could jsuy 
Britain’s essential exports. 


Macmillan Remedy Accepted - 


Many things, most of them bad, have 
happened since Gen. de Gaulle arro- 
gantly slammed the door in Mr. 
Macmillan’s face but Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson, completely reversing his 
earlier convictions, has been forced to 
accept Mr, Macmillan’s. remedy. The 
effective managers of British industry 
have done the same. 

As perhaps the most powerful among 
them told me: ‘We've built some of the 
biggest and best industries in the-world, 
and some damned sloppy ones as well. If 
you doubt it, look at the figures. Over a 
third of our exports are going to the 
Common Market, even over its tariffs.

It believes that as a 
member of the Common Market it, and 
probably it alone, can prevent Europe's 
isolation and 
xenophobia. 


It also believes that a. European 
market including Britain and its trading 
partners of EFTA will quickly generate 
so much new wealth, becoming by far 
the largest market ever known, that its 
total imports must vastly swell the 
exports of North America and nourish 
the entire world economy. . 

No one pretends, however, that entry 
into Europe will provide a sudden, 
painless cure for Britain’s ills.-No one 
denies that for the first five years or so 
the British economy on balance may be 
somewhat worse off than it is now before 
the original investment pays its divi- 
dends. 

As Britain’s tariffs are removed and 
it feels the fierce’ competiton of 
European. imports even the balance-of- 
payments problem is likely to worsen, 
temporarily at least.

They would lose their present 
state subsidies and though their selling 
prices would rise under the European 
agricultural system (at the .cost of an 
angry British housewife) they fear a net 
loss.

This appears to be the mood of the 
country — the adventure is doubtful, 
dangerous and unavoidable.

Disarmament 
Lost Cause?

LARGE and worried group of diplo- 

matic and press observers gathered 
in a Senate hearing room Monday to 
seek an answer to a question suddenly 
thrust into renewed 
prominence: Can the 
arms race be stopped 
short of disaster? 
Recent. developments 
in war, technology, 
and mysterious sets § 
of initials like FOBS, + 
MIRV and PAR, 
have again raised 
fears that disarma- E 
ment is a lost cause. - 
First there was Defence Secretary 
Robert McNamara’s announcement that 
the United States would build a $5 billion 
defence system against Chinese missiles. 
Then, Iast week, came the news from the 
Pentagon that it believes the Soviet 
Union is developing a nuclear bomb that 
can orbit the earth, and be fired from 
orbit on to any target below. 

No one in Congress is more disturbed 
by these ominous events than Senator 
Henry Jackson (Democrat-Washington), 
who is chairman of the subcommittee in 
military applications of the joint Senate- 
House atomic energy committee. His 
subcommittee’s guests Monday were 
Deputy Defence Secfetary Paul Nitze 
and Defence Research Director Dr. John 
Foster, who were invited to explain just 
what is going on and what it means, 


Myth Dispelled 


Sen. Jackson felt that the major 
implication of the Soviet orbital bomb 
was that the U.S. would have to uild an 
anti-satellite defence and greatly extend 
its radar surveillance. He also said the 
Soviet move should dispel the myth that 
if the U.S. refrained from pursuing a 
certain line (the Pentagon rejected, 
orbital. bomb development four. years 
ago), then the Soviet Union would also 
refrain. 

Mr. Nitze was hard put to answer the 
latter point, but the ensuing discussion 
revealed an — intriguing _problem-—_in 
defence semantics. Sen. Jackson was 
distressed that revelation of the Soviet 
move followed on the heels of the Oct. 10 
ratification by both the Soviet Union and 
the U.S. of a treaty banning the placing 


of nuclear weapons in orbit. Did this , 


mean’ the Soviets were breaking the 
treaty, or ‘at least shattering the 
supposition of ‘‘good faith’’ behind it? 
The Pentagon has the beginnings of 
its reply in the name it has chosen to 
give the Soviet bomb-to-be: Fractional 
Orbital ‘Bombardment .System (FOBS). 
» The satellite carrying the nuclear weapon 
(or. several muclear weapons if the 
strategic system called Multiple Inde- 
pendent Re-Entry Vehicles, or MIRV, 
were used), would only go through part 
of its first ordit before firing its 
warheads,The weapon would not, strictly 
speaking, be “‘placed in orbit’ and thus 
would not violate the outer.space treaty. 


Orbiting Banned 

Mr. Nitze added that the treaty does 
not ban research and development of an 
FOBS system, nor does it prohibit the 
system from reaching the ‘‘in | being” 
stage — that is, with the satellite 
launchers poised on their pads. It only 


prohibits the system from being placed 


in orbit, 

But Sen. Jackson and his colleagues 
asked, is there anything to prevent the 
Soviets from delaying firing of the 
warheads until after the satellites 
carrying them have gone through one or 
more orbits? “a 

The answer was no. 

Then why hold in advance that FOBS 
would not break the treaty? 

The underlying. answer is that Mr. 
McNamara does not want to be 
pressured by Congress into building an 
incredibly costly anti-satellite defence, as 
he is now being pressured to extend the 
anti-Chinese missile defence system to 
cover Soviet earth-based missiles — an 
impossible task, he claims. 

The rationalization presented jxy Mr. 
Nitze and Dr. Foster was that there 
would be no use in the Soviets letting the 
missile-carrying satellites go through a 
full orbit: all hope of surprise would be 
But how ‘can the U.S. tell whether a 
particular satellite is carrying a nuclear 
missile? 


Evidence of Attack 


It. can’t — but several dozen such 
satellites would have to be sent up to 
launch a successful attack. Anything less 
would merely set off the U.S. deterrent 
and wipe out the Soviet Union. The 
sudden appearance of several satellites 
coming over the horizon. would be taken 
as evidence of an attack. (For the new 
U.S. Perimeter Acquisition Radar, or 
PAR, will be able to detect the satellites 
at their 100-mile altitude as effectively as 
the present BMEWS radar system 
detects ballistic missiles at their 800-mile 
altitude). . ee

Nothing Was ‘Impossible

The Mouth of the Wolf by 
John Windsor, Sidney, Gray's 
Publishing, $4.50.

It is appropriate that. John 
Windsor’s new book .should 
make its appearance in Nov- 


ember, the month of red 
poppies and ~remembrance, 
when a society that has 


enjoyed a lifé made possible 
by the sacrifices of others 
pauses for a moment from its 
getting and spending to think 
of those who dared and died, 

In this work, dedicated to 
“all those who worked and 
fought so that Italy might be 
free,” Mr. Windsor recounts 
the adventures of George 
Paterson in Italy, where he 
assisted the partisans in their 
struggle against the Fascist 
tyranny of Mussolini and the 
domination of their, land by 
the German Nazis. 


SPECIAL FORCE 

Paterson, of Vancouver, was 
serving with the British 
forees,. when. in 1941 he 
parachuted into Italy as part 
of a special force whose 
mission it was to blow up a 
large aqueduct carrying water 
to the cities of southern Italy. 
Following the successful com- 
pletion of the mission, Pater- 
son and most of his comrades 
were captured as they were 
attempting to reach the coast. 

In spite of the dirt, cold, 
and inadequate diet of the 
prison camps, Paterson's will 
to resist never dimished. He 
attempted to escape time 
after time. His efforts to get 
free by tunnelling and fleeing 
from armed guards were both 
frustrated. Finally, by virtu- 
ally scratching his way out of 
a locked boxcar and leaping 
from the moving train carry- 
ing him north, he managed to 
escape, 

Instead of making his way 
to Switzerland, he decided to 
throw in his lot with the ill- 
organized-partisans who were 
then just beginning to make 
gestures of defiance against 
Mussolini's re gime. Subse- 
quently, with the aid of Italian 
friends, Paterson bécame 
engaged inthe hazardous 
business of locatifig escaped 
prisoners of war in northern 
Italy and assisting them to 
make their way to freedom in 
Switzerland. 


OONSTANT DANGER 

He lived in constant danger, 
and before long he was 
recaptured and imprisoned in 
the dreaded. and formidable 
San Vittore prison in Milan. 
Here again he managed the 
impossible, escaping in broad 
daylight under the very eyes 
of the guards. This time he 
found freedom and comfort in 
Switzerland. 

The quiet courage and stub- 
born determination of  Pater- 
son that led him to continue 
his resistance in the face of 
overwhelming: odds is . trans- 
formed into heroic bravery 
when he agrees to return to 
Italy to assist and ‘guide the 
growing partisan forces in the 
north, : 

He was indeed going back 
“into the mouth of. the wolf,’” 
After some initial successes, 
the partisans were virtually 
wiped out, and for . George 
Paterson it was a return to 
San Vittore. By this time, the 
war in Italy was drawing to a 
close; the partisans were 
beginning to take over Milan 
itself, and Paterson was able 
to engineer a mass escape 
from. the prison, 


GAZED UPON CORPSES 


He stayed in Milan long 
enough to witness the emanci- 
pation of the city and to gaze

upon the ugly bleading 
corpses of Mussolini and his 
mistress. 

For his efforts on behalf of 
Italian freedom, Paterson 
received an honor accorded to 
few foreigners; he was made a 
Freeman of the City of Milan. 
For the .part he played in 
assisting nearly three 
thousand allied servicemen to 
reach-freedom, he was 
promoted to the rank of 
Captain and awarded the 
Military Cross with two bars, 

The Mouth of the Wolf is 
told in a quiet, unassuming 
way. There is no false postur- 
ing, no histrionics, no mouth- 
ing of patriotic sentiments. 
Humorous interludes relieve 
the intensity of the suspense. 

The reasons for actions are 
given in terms of personal, 
human motivation rather than 
as manifestations. of high 
patriotic fervor of lofty cour- 
age. When Paterson, against

A CRITIC’S PERSONAL DEBATE 


~ Answer to Barbarism? 


- LANGUAGE AND 
-SILENCE, by George Steiner.

It has been said derisively 
of Robert Graves that he 
considers no man a poet who 


did not fight in the First 
World War; it might with 
justice be said of George 


Steiner that he believes no 
man to be a competent critic 
who has not seriously con-_ 
templated the concentration 
camps of the Second World 
War. 


In this collection of essays 
written for various journals 
during the last 10 years, 
Steiner’s discussions of the 
relations “between literature 
and society frequently return 
to the function of the critic, 
who if he is to make of the 
study of literature a ‘“‘proper 
study,”” must while taking all 
knowledge for his province 
especially try to understand 
and recognize the enormity 
which occurred in Germany in 
the thirties and forties. 

While the essays on indi- 
vidual authors suggest a con- 
fident belief in the value of 
literature, the _ theoretical 
essays present disquieting 
suspicions whith are rarely 
expressed among literary 
men. 

Language and Silence is one 
man’s personal debate about 
the purpose of criticism and 
its role in contemporary edu- 
cation. 

A university teacher him- 
self, Steiner recognizes that 
the foundation of literary 
studies is the belief that a 
solid acquaintance with great 
works of art contributes to the 
development of good, moral, 
responsible. individuals. 


This view, which found its 
classic formulation-in Matthew 
Arnold's Culture and Anarchy 
100 years ago, is still strongly 
held. in most universities, and 
has for its greatest champion 


F. R. Leavis, who has 
asserted. that the study of 
literature is ‘‘the central 


humanity.” ame 
Steiner, no less earnest a 
moralist than Arnold or 
Leavis, now opens the ques- 
tion of the humanizing power 
of literatute by considering an

Mr. Massie’s book provides 
a context for Alexandra’s 
actions, and it is this which 
makes his study so important.

It is his own experience 
which also gives him a 
compassionate understanding

moves to a larger paradox— 
that it was in Germany, the 
centre of what he ealls the 
tradition of Central European 
Humanism, that - the most 
devastating instance of man's 
inhumanity te man occurred; 
and that the universities were 
no barrier: “in notable in- 
stances the high places of 
humanistic learning and art 
actually welcomed and aided 
the new terror. 

Barbarism prevailed on the 
very ground of Christian 
humanism, of Renaissance 
culture and classic rational- 
ism.”’ 

Such events prove nothing 
in themselves about litera- 
ture, but they provoke Steiner 
to ask two important ques- 
tions: first, whether the tradi- 
tional method of studying 
literature—‘‘the focusing of 
consciousness on a written 
text’—does not blunt the 
immediacy of our response to 
moral problems in the real 
world, so that fictive tragedy 
moves us more than actual 
distress; and secondly, how 
literature should be taught so 


that the original Arnoldian 
optimism may perhaps be 
justified. 


Obviously there is no clear 
answer to the first question, 
since. the hypothesis is not 
susceptible of proof, and must 
remain a worrying specula- 
tion. 

But the book itself-is Stein- 
er’s- attempt to demonstrate 
the answer to the second ques- 
tion. — 

For Steiner the most 
profitable concern for the 
student and critic-of literature 
now is the understanding of 
linguistic processes, so that in 
a world where mathematical 
language is rapidly usurping 
many of the traditional func- 
tions of words, we may grasp 
more firmly the principles of 
how language works. 

With such’ a_ study would 
jgrow a respect for language 
as a medium of communica- 
tion, and a consciousness of 
its intimate relation to the 
range of human experience. 

In one virulent article on 
post-war Germany Steiner 
traces indications of the 
hollowness of the German 
national recovery in the 
“deadness” of the language. 


This highly evocative ‘meta- 
phor is initially alienating, but 
the point rapidly. becomes 
clear; when a language has 
been used for the dissemina- 
tion of lies and hatred, it may 
well lose its integrity and 
become an inefficient vehicle 
for artistic statements.

To each subject he brings a 
sympathetic intelligence and a

NEW BILL INTRODUCED 


Senator Joseph D. Tydings 
(Dem. Md.) recently intro- 
duced in Congress a bill which 
would provide for a three- 
year, million-dollar study by 
the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers to the 93,000 miles 
of tidal and Great Lakes 
shoreline. 

A study of Maine’s winding 
coast by the federal Soil 
Conservation Service found 
that 500 miles of property, 
most of it privately owned, 
was suffering from serious 
erosion damage. 

The study said about half of 
this shoreline, with a $250,- 
000,000 value as real estate, 
could be stabilized by planting 
vegetation and building revet- 
ments at a cost of $83,000,000. 
The other half would require 
even more expensive treat- 
ment, including breakwaters. 

Beach erosion is a problem 
along much of California's 
lengthy coastline, forcing the 
construction of seawalls and 
the dredging of sand for 
replacement purposes.

walking tour as if-we—were 
visiting an art gallery. Arriv- 
ing and parking the car in the 
garage off Yates Street, we 
enter the north side of the 
square on the second level,-or 
come down the spiral stairs 
from the third level. 
PROTECTED BY CANOPY 
The first impression is good. 
If it is raining,, we are 
protected by a canopy over- 
head. The staifs' and the 


As older Victoria | 


canopy underneath are inter- 
esting structures in gay 
colors. 

We note the Village Fair 
building on the right. It is a 
handsome brick edifice of the 
late 19th. century. The Mari- 
time Museum is ahead. Note 
the movable concrete planters 
on the pavement and the nice 
old gas lamps. The planters 
are like little birdbaths with 
small metal legs. P 

The paving of the ‘‘floor’’ of 
the square is attractive. A 
circular pattern of bricks set 
in. concrete, with a stone 
aggregate for texture, makes 
a good composition. It is not 
in any way- hindering the 
pedestrian in high heels or 
ordinary shoes. ‘This crisp 
textural accent is compli- 
mented by the vertical forms 
of the old fashioned gas 
lamps, illuminated with a 
natural gas, not cute bulbs. 

The lamps are metal stands 
with yard arms below the 
lantern, all painted in battle- 
ship gray. One old “hook” or 
anchor is placed to form a 
sculpture that contrasts with 
the smooth walls of the 
Maritime Museum. 


TRIVIAL, BUT FUN 

The museum is unfortunate- 
ly painted in a rather insipid 
creamy tan to hide its true 
materials. The horizontal level 
trim is in a rather watered- 
down Indian red. White paint 
does enhance the handsome

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A WOMAN’‘S 
VIEWPOINT 


Victoria may have earned herself a reputation 
for being the city of beautiful homes and. gardens, 
but, for hundreds, it is a place of despair. These 
are the women who search in vain for a decent home 
in which to bring up their children. 


Mrs. Donna Langstaff, president of the Victoria Low 
Income Group, cites 600 as the number of deserted wives and 
widows. Add to this families who have hit hard times and been 
forced to accept welfare help and you have a picture that would 
shake anyone-out of complacency. Thousands are involved. 


Since the new building restrictions came into effect early 
this year, the plight of such women has reached panic 
proportions ijn many cases, Landlords of many older homes 
have now found' buyers‘since the Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation can now advance money on such properties. 

As the number of -homes available for rent become less, 
landlords become greedy and demanding, Many sub-standard 
houses are rented out with a ‘‘take it or leave it” attitude. 

Having talked with several women who are left to bring up 
their children alone, I can’t help wondering at the fortitude 
which allows them to move from house to house, each time the 
Jandlord forces the rents up to“a scale where they are no longer 
able to pay 

The odd mother strikes lucky. I met such a one this week. 
T’ll’call her Mary for the sake of her six children, aged three to 
14. Mary’s husband is an alcoholic and has left her for the 10th 
.«. and, Mary says, the last time. 

She explains, ‘I married too young (she's 34) and I loved 
my husband. But, when the kids have to pay for their father’s 
weakness, I must think about them. No child can keep on being 
thumped every time pay day rolls around and father’s drunk.” 

Mary was forced to leave her home because her landlady 
wanted to move in. For weeks, she tried every source, but 
could find nothing within her price range. 

As-she-says;“‘Nobody-wil take you-in-with six-ehildren: 
One house had four bedrooms but the landlady would only 
accept two children. What did she expect the other bedrooms to 
be used for, dogs and cats? 

“Another woman said ‘she’d let me move in with three of 
the children. What was I supposed to do, shoot the rest? 

“‘Nobody Wants to rent a home to a welfare case when 
there’s no man around. They imagine wild parties going on and 
want to have a man'in the house to fix things.” 

Mary struck lucky when a woman realtor, who had also 
been a deserted mother, took up her case. The solution came 
when one of the realtor’s staff bought an old house as an 
investment and let Mary move in this week. 

The previous owner had given eviction notice to the last 
tenant for non-payment of rent but Mary and her children had 
to sleep on the floor in her sister’s home for five nights, 
waiting for the tenant to get out of the house. 

Mary’s rent is now $125, a price which I found being 
repeated over and over again as I checked into similar cases. 
But Mary feels that she’s closer to happiness than she’s been 
for a long time. She’s allowed $105 for rent under welfare 
restrictions and.must find the difference. As she says, “I can 
always go out scrubbing, I’ve done it a lot, and there’s always 
the chance of taking in ironing Whatever happens, I always: 
pay my tent first and scimp on food if I must.

Slivers were coming out of every floor 
and each time I scrubbed the kitchen, part of the floor came 
away with the scrub brush. 

“T never got the smell of cat out of that place, although I 
scrubbed from top to bottom. We lived there three~months. 
After I'd cleaned as much as I could, painted and tried to.make 
the place look a little like home, the landlady sold it from 
under me and we had to leave.” 

I’ve come across this type of story, over and over again, 
during the past few days. 

Mary’s realtor saviour is also ier inspiration. She saved 
her family’s future by sheer determination and hard work. 

“I studied real estate afd met the extra expenses by 
slinging hash at night. It was tough going, but we made it." 

And, as Mary says, “If she can do it, so can I. 

“I know I'll be able to earn that extra we need to stay here 
but I worry about my oldest daughter. When I scrubbed in a 
downtown building for six months of nightwork it was pretty 
hard for her’ I'd get the supper and she'd be left to cope with 
dishes, arid look after all the others, doing her homework in 
between.

TORONTO (CP)—Personal 
involvement is the key to the 
Anglican Church of Canada’s 
new approach to national and 
world projects which it is hoped 
will revolutionize the man in the 
pew’s response to the concept of 
total mission. 

Behind the strategy is the 
belief that a church-goer’s in- 
terest is revitalization dy par- 
ticipation in a project system 
through which his givings are 
channelled into clearly desig- 
nated activities -at—home and 


abroad. 

The—new approach had its 
genesis in Angican World Mis- 
sion_ through which the Cana- 
dian church has contributed in 
four years nearly $2,500,000, 
over and above its regular 
budget, for urgent projects in 
churches of the world's develop- 
ing countries. ; 


Under AWM not only 
dioceses, but in many cases 
parishes, developed close ties

African and Asian lands. 

As a first step to establish a 
unified strategy“of mission, the 
church plans to integrate the 
Anglican World Mission Fund

age. 

Any pocket in the rock that 
is to be used for plants must 
also have deep natural cracks 
for drainage and for the 
penetration of the roots of 
large shrubs and trees. 

Where there are no natural 
eracks adequate artificial 
drainage has to be provided, 
otherwise the pocket would 
collect water over winter and 
the plants would die just as 
quickly as under water in the 
bathtub. 

Early spring effects can be 
obtained with daffodils, tulips, 
and ° ther spring-flowering 
bulbs.' The creamy-white nar- 
cissus- named Thalia, under- 
planted with a sea of blue 
forget-me-nots, is a_ time- 
honored planting that is per- 
fect against the grey of rocks. 

At the same time, small

MONTREAL (CP) — Expo 
67 may have been concerned 
primarily with the higher 
things of Man and His World 
but the figures show that man 
didn’t exactly forget his stom- 
ach. 


Fair-goers-paid out an aver- 
age of around $466,000 a day 
for food-and drink during the 
185-day exhibition. 

“T think the majority of res- 
taurants have made good 

, money,” says Maurice Novek, 
44-year-old Montreal restaura- 
teur who was head of Expo’s 
restaurant division. 

A collection of menus reads 
like a gourmet’s fantasy— 
anything from Algeria’s shish 
kebab to Venezuela's paella. 
But nothing went over bigger 
than the seafood served at the 
‘Atlantic provinces pavilion 
where patrons stood in line 
for hours to get a meal, ~- 

“The whole idea was to give 
as wide a variety of food ex- 
perience as possible in as 
wide a variety of price ranges 
as possible,” says Mr. Novek. 
“By and large we were able 
to achieve this. 

“You didn’t see a prolifera- 
tion of hot dog and hamburger 


stands, even though they were _ 


the most popular items and 
did the greatest volume of 
business in snack bars.” 
There were 37 pavilions 
with food or beverage facili- 
ties or both, 49 restaurants in 
the same category, 76 snack 
bars, 45 food shops and 450 
vending machines. 
What did all this—plus the 
La Ronde fun fair—do to the 


Montreal restaurant and 
nightclub business? 

Both sectors were hard hit 
early in the season, Restaur- 
ant -business--improved while 

~nightclubs. continued to suffer, 
one big operator reporting the 
slash as at least 25 per cent. 

Andy Cobetto, co-proprietor 
of Casa Loma on St, Cathe- 
rine East, said: ‘Expo 
knocked the stuffings out of 
every club in town. Lots of 
places folded during the sum- 
mer. I geared myself for 
Expo by planning an interna- 
tional revue last year. If I 
hadn't done that I would have 
died.” 

One authority on Montreal’s 
night life said club owners 


were incensed over the: 


competition from “high-pow- 
ered talent. on a subsidized 
basis” brought in by Expo. 
Appearances of such artists 
as Maurice Chevalier, Jack 

Benny and Marlene Dietrich 
under the wing of the World 
Festival did nightclubs no 
good at all, 

As an added boost to Expo 
concessionaires, the Quebec 
liquor “law was amended to 
permit the fair to set opening 
and closing hours: for liquor- 
serving ‘establishments. This 
too irked nightclubs. 

Eating places on the Mont- 
real approaches to Expo did 
well, as did short-order 
places, but downtown restaur- 
ants didn't pick ~up—until fair- 
goers began fleeing the 
queues. 

Mr. Novek says Expo 
planned for a 21,000 seating 
capacity but had only 18,000 
on opening day. “By early 
June we had raised it to 29,000 


seats and were able to supply 
350,000 meéals and” snacks a 
day, sufficient for demand.’’ 

Doing business in excess of 
$2,000,000 were the Cankdian 
pavilion, with 1,346 seats, the 
Czech pavilion, 450 seats, the 
Soviet pavilion, 1,400, the Ger- 
man pavilion, 700, and the Ba- 
varian beer garden, 1,500. 

“One of the big things was 
that despite the volume no 
major outbreak of food con- 
tamination occurred. I think 
this is unique in a fair of this 
kind.” 

But there were problems in- 
volving staff and price. Of the 
8,500 persons employed in 
food services, only one-third 
Started out with proper quali- 
fications. 

There was early confusion 
and anger about 15-per-cent 
service charges being added 
to the bill without being noted 
on the menus but this was 
generally remedied in a week 
or so. 

As for prices, Mr. Novek 
says: 

“T have to accept that a 
commissioner-general of a 
particular nation knew full 
well what he was doing in as- 
sessing in advance what a 
price level was going to do to 
the image of his country. 

“There was nothing in our 
regulations that said they 
couldn’t charge $15 for a meal 
if all else was commensurate 
with that price. Our prime 
concern was a good mix 
based on estimated earnings 
of visitors. ... We did not 
have a superabundance of 
$15-a-meal restaurants and-no 
low-price places. I feel we had 


a very good mix,’’ .

He said the man _ who 
initiated the wine industry 
was Neil Lamont, a Central 
Saanich grower, but first he 
had to prove that a palatable 
wine could be made from 
logans.

Over Tax Plan 


OTTAWA (CP) — Diefenba- 
ker thunder rumbled through 
the House of Commons again 
today. 


Silent since he lost the Con-

These tax measures will be 
part of an integrated program 
to chek. the inflation of prices 
and costs: now occurring in 
Canada, and to reduce exces- 
sive pressures on our capital 
markets, Higher taxes in the 
coming year will be a better 
and fairer means of covering 
our expenditures than  at- 
tempting to increase our ‘bor- 
rowings to levels that could 
only be reached by inflation- 
ary methods that would in- 
crease prices further. Prices 
and costs are rising at rates 
which clearly require some

restraint through fiscal policy 
as well as by other means. 
When our proposed tax in- 
creases. are combined with 
restrictions on _ government 
spending programs, also to ‘be 
announced later this month, 
and substantial reductioris in 
our lending programs, the
